WASHINGTON W— The Sen­ 
ate gave an assist to the na­ 
tion's manned space flight ef­ 
forts today with speedy pas­ 
sage of a bill for an extra $48.- 
354.000 of spending this year. 
The authorization measure 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration pass­ 
ed by roll call after brief dis­ 
cussion. 
The vote was 90-0. 


GOES TO HOUSE 
The bill now goes to the 
House, where similar quick ap­ 
proval is expected. 
Sen. John Stennis (D-Miss.), 
floor manager for the supple­ 
mental bill, stressed the ur­ 
gency of rapid progress in de­ 
veloping 
capabilities 
to 
put 
man into space. 
He explained that just under j 
21 million dollars of the added 
funds will go for this under 
Project Mercury, the space ad­ 
ministration’s initial program 
of manned space research. 
Stennis repeated his warn­ 
ing of disaster if a potential 
enemy is first in space with a 
vehicle able to deliver a nu­ 
clear weapon. 


EARLIER ALLOCATION 
The s p a c e administration 
previously has earmarked more 
than 37 million dollars for the 
Mercury project, and the esti­ 
mated effort will cost about 
200 million dollars before it is 
accomplished. 
In the next few years, civil­ 
ian and military space pro­ 
grams will cost billions of dol­ 
lars annually, Stennis said add­ 
ing that scientists expect bene­ 
fits which “ would pay many 
times the cost-of the program.”

tions and killing livestock. 
The parched coastal region 
has had virtually no rain since j 
Hazel struck. 
The northwest; 
plateau is the only place that 
has grass. 
Peasants gather it; 
up and bring it back by donkey j 
to sell for 20 cents a load. 
It! 
takes 8 to 10 hours travel time 
to make each sale. 


NOTHING TO EAT 


Trees stand stark and leaf­ 
less. Even the weeds are gone. 
The animals have nothing but 
the points of acacia branches 
to lick on. 
Donkeys which used to bring 
$8 to $14 now sell for under 
$2 because there is nothing to 
feed them. 
Winds and low tides have 
fouled the salt basins, ending 
salt making by the people.

And, as we’v e said before, there are 
ample controls the communities hold 
ov er the district any way . Besides ap­ 
pointing the directors, the counties hav e 
v eto power ov er routes. Their influence 
is tremendous. 
So we hope our superv isors and coun­ 
cilmen will join San Francisco in v oting 
opposition to AB 5 30.

Now Is The Time For President 


To Re-Examine ICBM Position

There are sober, somber, 
weighty , and mounting rea­ 
sons why the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration should and, I be­ 
liev e, will want to take a 
second, hard look at its de­ 
cision to allow the Sov iets — 
who are getting more trucul­ 
ent, not less — to maintain a 
3-to-l lead in intercontinent­ 
al missiles during the nex t 
three y ears. 
There is plenty of ev idence 
that the American people are 
far from persuaded by the 
line of reasoning adv anced by 
President 
Eisenhower 
an d 
Secretary McElroy and are 
not satisfied with the decision. 
If this decision were sound 
six months ago, it is being 
ov ertaken by ev ents. 


TWO OF THE EVENTS are 
these: 
1 — The ev er larger use by 
the Sov iets of their lead in 
missiles as a powerful instru­ 
ment of diplomatic blackmail. 
2 — The necessity of being 
prepared for the worst ov er 
Berlin 
and 
the 
increasing 
awareness that the best guar­ 
antee against the worst is to 
show that we are not going to 
permit the Sov iets to upset 
the balance of military power. 
I am not suggesting that I 
am enough of a military ex ­ 
pert to assert that the gov ern­ 
ment is wrong in conceding a 
3-to-l, three-to-four y ear mis­ 
sile lead to Moscow. But I be­ 
liev e it to be profoundly true 
that we cannot rest easy until 
the President faithfully re-ex ­ 
amines this decision and of­ 
fers more conclusiv e a r g u ­ 
ments to the public that it is 
a “ safe” risk. 


I AM NOT suggesting that 
the “ mix ” of deterrent powers 
which the U.S. now possesses 
is today , at this moment, un­ 
equal to the danger. 
I am suggesting that by de­ 
liberately allowing the Krem­ 
lin to enjoy its missile super­ 
iority , we are risking the fu­ 
ture, the v isible future. 
I am not suggesting that it 
would be just ducky to unbal- 


ance the budget, that it does­ 
n’t matter how m u c h we 
spend for military hardware. 
It does matter. It matters a 
lot. 
I am suggesting that if the 
President, after a new look at 
the Sov iet missile m e n ac e , 
concludes that faster Amer­ 
ican production is needed, he 
could find the needed funds 
within the $40 billion Penta­ 
gon budget. 
I am suggesting that if the 
Democratic leaders in C o n ­ 
gress really believ e their own 
statements — that more mis­ 
siles sooner are imperativ e — 
they could find the needed 
economies within the non-mil­ 
itary items of the budget. 


THERE IS NO doubt that 
Eisenhower is right when he 
insists that our deterrent pow­ 
er today is massiv e and ade­ 
quate. The deterrent of mu­ 
tual terror prev ails. But will 
it prev ail nex t y ear and the 
nex t and the nex t if we con­ 
cede the missile race to the 
Communists from h e r e to 
19 6 4? 
The ov er hanging danger of 
war is not the only danger 
which comes from l e t t i n g 
them hold the lead in the most 
persuasiv e an d destructiv e 
weapon in the world, t h e 
ICBM. 


THE PRIME D A N G E R is 
that thereby we are inv iting 
ex actly the same kind of dip­ 
lomatic blackmail which Hit­ 
ler practised on Britain and 
France in the Thirties — and 
practised successfully . 
The prime danger is that 
our willingness to permit the 
Sov iets to keep such a lead — 
and to keep it without our 
ev en challenging t h e m — 
would induce much of the 
world to believ e that we hav e 
neither the will nor the means 
to resist. 
I am conv inced that the 
country would draw a sigh of 
profound relief if President 
Eisenhower announced t h at 
he was re-ex amining the Ad­ 
ministration’s missile policy .

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Homework For Younger Pupils 


Usually Doesn't Help Learning 


Have a child in the first 
grade? Or maybe the second or 
third? Does he have homework 
each night? Probably not. Most 
pu blic school teachers believe 
regu lar homework is wrong for 
little children. Let's see why. 
The teacher wants you r child 
to learn to stu dy. She wants 
him to master his su bjects. She 
wants him to be a good, hard­ 
working su ccessfu l pu pil. You 
want the same things, don’t 
you ? You r goals are identical. 
The teacher has learned that 
homework doesn’t help most 
little ones reach those goals. 
They do better when they stu dy 
in class, u nder her watchfu l 
ey e. 


When she refu ses to give 
homework 
assignments 
she’s 
not being lazy. She’s not try­ 
ing to make you r child lazy 
either. She’s ju st doing what 
she knows is best for him. He'll 
do his stu dying, all right. Bu t 
at school. Not at home. 


Homework for children in 
grades one, two and three was 
stu died scientifically 40 years 
ago and has been restu died sev­ 
eral times since. The conclu ­ 
sions are consistent. Children 
of 6. 7, 8 and 9 often memorize 


.mistakes when they stu dy at 
home. Their parents try to help 
them, and su cceed only in con- 


j fu sing them. Very few homes 
provide good stu dy conditions. 
For most you ng children the 
time spent doing homework is 
wasted. For many it is worse 
than wasted. They have a hard 
time u nlearning their mistakes. 
There are e xc e pt i o ns . 
A 
bright you ngster who has been 
absent probably can catch u p 
best throu gh home stu dy. Some 
slow learners need to be drill­ 
ed at home in spelling and 
arithmetic. 
Parents 
of su ch 
children see their teachers reg­ 
u larly. They mu st work closely 
with them. Bu t for the most of 
the kids in the primary grades, 
homework isn’t good. Su pervis­ 
ed stu dy at school is better. 
They learn faster, remember 
longer and develop better stu dy 
habits that way.

SACRAMENTO (UPD — If all 
narcotics offenders were pu t in 
prison to serve a minimu m term 
of 30 years, wou ld it solve the 
problem? 


That was the qu estion an As­ 
sembly committee was wrest­ 
ling with today. 
The lower hou se committee 
on criminal procedu re argu ed 
the issu e for almost three hou rs 
yesterday— and finally admit­ 
ted it cou ld not come to a deci­ 
sion. All bills proposing drastic 
increases in narcotics penalties 
were sent to a su bcommittee 
for fu rther stu dy. 
The bill before the commit­ 
tee yesterday was the so-called 
Elks bill. In its original form it

Backing the proposal was a 
delegation of 66 Sou thern Cal­ 
ifornia bu sinessmen and civic 
leaders armed with petitions 
b e a r i ng 1.250.000 signatu res 
u rging the Legislatu re to stif­ 
fen narcotics penalties.

“You say Mexicans and Fili­ 
pinos can’t get along on a farm 
so why not eliminate them 
from FEPC protection in indu s­ 
try. If they can t get along on 
the farm, then they can’t get 
along in indu stry. 
“In fact,” Father McDonnell 
said, “why not eliminate every­ 
body from FEPC protection. 
You are eliminating farm la­ 
borers and what’s right for one 
worker is right for all.” 
The bill now is schedu led for 
rehearing in its amended form 
next Monday.

billboards alon g freeway s an d 
scen ic roads in Californ ia. 
Propon en ts had fresh am­ 
mu n ition in the form of a 13- 
page report by a Sen ate su b­ 
committee on ou tdoor adv er­ 
tisin g which con clu ded: 
Ex istin g state an d local laws 
aren ’t doin g the job. 
The pu blic is ov erwhelmin gly 
in fav or of strict state regu la­ 
tion of billboards. 
The su bcommittee chairman , 
Sen . John F. McCarthy (R-San 
Rafael), an d Sen . Robert I. 
Mon tgomery (D-Han ford), em­ 
phasized that their recommen ­ 
dation s were mild compared to 
what the pu blic is deman din g. 
“If this were pu t to a pop­ 
u lar v ote,” McCarthy said, “1 
am con v in ced that the bill­ 
board compan ies wou ld be 
v oted ou t of bu sin ess.” 


McCarthy an d Sen . Fred S. 
Farr 
(D-Carmel) 
co-au thored 
the bill set for its first hearin g 
before the su bcommittee’s par­ 
en t Bu sin ess an d Profession s 
Committee. 
The measu re seeks to pro­ 
hibit adv ertisin g display s with­ 
in 5 00 feet of freeway s an d 
scen ic highway s. It ex empts 
billboards in in corporated, com­ 
mercial an d in du strial areas, 
\ 
the premises bein g adv ertised 
an d, by permit, highway s with- j 
in 12 miles of the adv ertised ac­ 
tiv ity . 
The su bcommittee r e p o r t j 
said local con trol of ou tdoor 
adv ertisin g is largely v ested in 
cou n ty gov ern men ts, bu t that 
on ly 20 of the 5 8 cou n ties hav e 
zon in g ordin an ces. It estimated 
that 7 0 per cen t of the state’s 
lan d area is u n zon ed. 


“The con clu sion reached,” 
the su bcommittee said, "is 
that if ou tdoor adv ertisin g 
is to be adequ ately con trolled 
on a fairly u n iform basis 
throu ghou t the state, a state 
law is the on ly practical solu ­ 
tion . 


“Howev er, it mu st also be 
emphasized that su ch a law 
shou ld giv e local gov ern men ts 
fu ll freedom to legislate more 
comprehen siv ely or restrictiv e- 
ly than the state law. 
“The recommen ded legisla­ 
tion wou ld, in effect, prov ide 
local au thorities writh min imu m 
stan dards on which they cou ld 
bu ild fu rther regu lation s, if de­ 
sired.” 
The report said critics of ou t­ 
door adv ertisin g complain ed it 
defaces the beau ty of the cou n-1 
try side; that it con stitu tes an 
in v asion of the motorin g pu b­ 
lic’s priv acy ; an d that it is a 
hazard to safe driv in g.

“The sovereign can do no 
wrong” still means that no one 
can sue the United States, the 
state, or the other government 
agencies or their employees 
without their consent 


But the law has given up 
much of the government’s “sov­ 
ereign immunity” to allow one 
to sue an agency for injuries 
or damages suffered. 


YOU CAN SUE 
But as a citizen you may 
have claims against your gov­ 
ernment for damages, overpaid 
taxes, license renewal or any­ 
thing else. If so, be sure to 
follow strictly all the legal pro­ 
cedures and conditions like fil- j 
ing your claim in the city coun-! 
cil 
or 
with 
a government; 
agency. 


The Federal Tort Claims Act j 
allows one to sue the United 
States for injuries such as: 
when an army or postal truck! 
runs into you, or you get hurt j 
in a national park or in a fed- j 
eral building, or a military I 


plane falls on your house, etc. 


ON THE JOB 
This law makes the United 
States liable in many cases 
when 
a 
federal 
employee 
harms you by lack of due care 
or negligence while he is on 
the job. The act does not allow 
suits for certain intentional 
misconduct such as assault, 
battery, 
false 
imprisonment 
and the like. 
The law allows any federal 
agency to settle cases involving 
less than a thousand dollars. If 
your claim is for.more, you can 
sue in a federal court. Bring 
claims or suits within two years 
after injury. 
Some 
agencies 
have 
you 


make your claim on a proper 
form in which you state facts 
about your injury or damage. 
Some agencies may pay the 
smaller claims from funds on 
hand. 


YOU CAN APPEAL 
If the agency people do not 
think the harm is its fault, they 
may turn down your claim, and 
then it is up to you—if you 
wish to go further—to prove 
your case. 


Sometimes a just claim does 
not fall under any provision of 
the law. In that case as a last 
resort, you as a losing claim­ 
ant, may have Congress itself 
pass a private bill to pay for 
your injuries or damages. 


The Federal Tort Act was 
passed to keep down the num­ 
ber of 
private 
bills 
going 
through Congress. So if you 
have a claim not covered, you 
should make sure it is other­ 
wise a fair and iust claim.

Election Set

A May 19 election on forma­ 
tion of a Marin County Soil 
Conservation District was call­ 
ed this morning by the county 
board of supervisors. 
Property owners within the 
proposed 295,000-acre district 
will vote on the question the 
same day as the annual school 
trustees’ election. 
The soil conservation dis­ 
trict would include rural Mar­ 
in. Excluded is the urban area 
from Sausalito to San Rafael, 
plus Novato’s downtown and 
subdivision districts and sev­ 
eral smaller populated areas 
of the county. 
Principal activity o f th e 
district, if formed, would be to 
assist land owners plan conser­ 
vation of grasslands and de­ 
velopment of additional sup­ 
plies of irrigation water on 
their own property.

Service. 
In the past, Marin 
ranchers have had to borrow 
techineal help from Sonoma 
County soil conservation dis­ 
tricts.

WASHINGTON (UPD — Presi- 
ent Eisenhower told Republican 
congressional leaders t o d a y 
that he puts national defense 
above a balanced budget but 
feels that his new military bud­ 
get is adequate to defend the 
nation. 
The President’s view was re­ 
layed by Sen. Leverett Salton 
stall (R-Mass.), who said after 
Eisenhower’s weekly meeting 
with GOP leaders: 
“He puts the defense of our 
country above budget require­ 
ments. The defense of our 
country comes first and will 
always come first in the minds 
of the administration.” 
RELY TO DEMOS 
This obviously was in reply 
to Democratic charges that the 
President is more concerned 
with a balanced budget than in 
providing an adequate defense. 
Saltonstall and House GOP 
leader Charles A. Halleck said 
the over-all military spending 
program is adequate e v e n 
though the chiefs of the mili­ 
tary services had expressed 
reservations. 
Taking note of Democratic 
criticisms that the U n i t e d 
States should not cut ground 
forces during the Berlin crisis, 
Halleck said: 
“The over-all package for 
armed defense of the country 
was approved by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.” 
PRESIDENT’S POSITION 
Halleck said the President 
probably would make known at 
his news conference tomorrow 
his position on proposed cuts 
in Army and Marine personnel. 
The 
Defense 
Department, 
'riteafiwme; announced that the 
radar warning line across the 
¡top of the continent will be 
extended across Greenland at a 
cost of more than 27 million 
dollars. (See story on page 10.) 
The President’s fiscal 1960 
military budget calls for an 
outlay of nearly 41 billion dol­ 
lars. 
‘WEAKEN COUNTRY’ 
“Whenever you spend more 
than that,” Halleck told report­ 
ers, “you don’t strengthen the 
defenses but you weaken the 
country” by the effect on the 
economy. 
Halleck said each military 
service naturally wants more 
money 
but added they all 
agreed on what he called the 
“size of the pie.” 
He and Saltonstall called Ei­ 
senhower one of the greatest 
military experts and said the 
President ought to know if the 
defense budget is adequate.

SACRAMENTO — The North 
Bay Aqueduct fought for its 
life in an Assembly subcom­ 
mittee last night and just man­ 
aged to stay alive. 
A subcommittee of the As­ 
sembly Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee heard testimony from 
the legislative auditor urging 
that all further work on the 
project be immediately sus­ 
pended and that funds remain­ 
ing in its appropriation—nearly 
one million dollars—revert to 
the general fund. 
However, the committee, af- 
ter hearing testimony from 
Napa representatives, referred 
the decision on the recommen­ 
dation to the full Ways and 
Means Committee. This kept 
the aqueduct project alive, but 
did not carry with it the sub­ 
committee’s approval. 
Tomorrow morning, a sub­ 
committee of the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee is to take up 
the same recommendation. In­ 
volved are about $400,000 that 
is unexpended in the present 
fiscal year, $15,000 proposed 
for next year, and a balance 
of $566,000 of the original ap­ 
propriation which has not yet 
been earmarked. 
Marin Sen. John F. McCarthy 
said today he will appear be­ 
fore the Senate subcommittee 
with a recommendation that 
this year’s expenditures be 
completed and that the $566,- 
000 carry-over be allocated for 
purchase of rights of way. 
The senator said he hopes 
representatives of the four 
counties involved—Marin, So­ 
noma, Napa and Solano—will 
appear before the subcommit­ 
tee. 
One major reason for the 
proposed abandonment of the 
project, the legislative auditor 
said, has been failure of the 
four counties to agree oln the 
project.

Judge Holds 
French Liable 
In Disaster 


HOUSTON, Tex. 13—A fed­ 
eral judge ruled yesterday that 
a carelessly discarded cigar­ 
ette or match likely started 
the freighter fire which caused 
the death-dealing 1947 Texas 
City disaster. 
The decision by U. S. Dist. 
Judge Ben C. Connally follow­ 
ed nearly 12 years of legal man­ 
euvering. 
It favored the United States 
government in its effort to 
collect some 70 million dollars 
from the French government 
and the French Line. 
The French blamed spontan­ 
eous combustion for the fire 
on the French Line vessel 
loaded with fertilizer grade am­ 
monium nitrate. 
The judge said the most 
plausible explanation for the 
fire was a carelessly discarded 
cigarette or match. He found 
the French negligent and the 
ship unseaworthy. 
The Grandcamp caught fire 
and exploded April 16, 1947. 
It touched off another explo­ 
sion aboard another freighter, 
and more than 500 were killed 
and more than 3,000 injured 
when the fires spread through 
Texas City.

BOE Rejects 
Shifting Tax 
From Utilities 


SACRAMENTO (3 — The 
state Board of Equalization to­ 
day rejected proposals for a 
95-million-dollar tax shift from 
public 
utilities 
to 
common 
property owners in California. 
Chairman Paul R. Leake of 
Woodland, in a statement is­ 
sued on behalf of the five-man 
board, joined county assessors 
and taxpayer representatives 
in protesting the recommenda­ 
tions or a legislative commit­ 
tee’s staff. 
Leake said: 


“Virtually any action the 
committee takes would be 
preferable to lowering a 95- 
million-dollar boom on the 
common property taxpayer, 
and at the same time thrust­ 
ing California’s smaller coun­ 
ties and taxpayers out in the 
snowstorm 
with 
a 
shawl 
around their heads.” » 


Leake said three newly elect­ 
ed board members are entitled 
to a reasonable time to study 
a problem which, he said, “has 
been hanging like smog over 
California since 1949.” But at 
present, he declared: 
“The board sees sound rea­ 
soning for not adopting the 
supposedly corrective actions 
recommended in the committee 
report.” 
CALLED FOR CHANGE 
Leake’s remarks were pre­ 
pared for delivery to the Joint 
Interim Committee on Assess­ 
ment practices, whose staff 
called for the controversial 
change in property assessment 
standards. Utilities are assess­ 
ed by the state board; common 
property by the counties. 
The staff urged a 30 per 
cent level for both. 
John Lynch, a new .board 
member from Visalia, urged 
the committee to put the pres­ 
ent assessment ratios in a coh- 
stitutional 
amendment. 
His 
proposal would fix board as­ 
sessments not lower than the 
ratio of common property and 
not higher than twice the ratio 
of county assessments. 


DRASTIC HARDSHIP 
A 95-million-dollar tax shift, 
he said, would work a drastic 
hardship on cities and coun­ 
ties which depend mainly .upon 
utilities for their finances. 
Leake said such counties as 
Shasta, Plumas, Siskiyou, Trin­ 
ity, Butte, El Dorado, Amador, 
Alpine, Fresno, Contra Costa, 
Humboldt, 
San 
Bernardino, 
Lassen, Sierra and Placer, and 
many cities, “would receive a 
lethal blow.” 
Leake said the board was 
willing to work with the legis­ 
lative committee and the Leg­ 
islature in studying the prob­ 
lem. 
But he gave notice: 
“We will militantly oppose 
all efforts to sabotage John 
Q. Californian and the small 
property owner and business­ 
man in our state.”

Trinity Water 
'Partnership' 
Fight Reopens 


WASHINGTON UP> — T w o 
California Republican congress­ 
men today introduced bills to 
authorize construction of the 
Trinity River power plants in 
California by Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. 
The bills would permit the 
federal government, on two 
years notice, to take over the 
plants at any time after July 
1, 1967, or when the proposed 
San Luis Project begins opera­ 
tion. 
U.S. WOULD PAY 
The government would be 
required to pay the company 
its net investment but not more 
than the fair value of the prop­ 
erty. 
Reps. Charles S. Gubser and 
James B. Utt said the recap­ 
ture provisions should elimi­ 
nate all grounds for opposition 
to the partnership proposal 
recommended two years ago 
by Secretary of Interior Fred 
A. Seaton. 
The company would build 
the power facilities of the 
otherwise federal project and 
pay the government about four 
and a half million dollars a 
year for the use of the falling 
water. 
WOULD SAVE MONEY 
Seaton estimated the com­ 
pany’s offer to build the plants 
would save the government 
about 60 million dollars in con­ 
struction costs and would in­ 
crease the Central Valley Proj­ 
ect surplus by 175 million dol­ 
lars in 50 years. 
In addition, it is estimated 
the company would pay 80 mil­ 
lion dollars in federal taxes 
and 60 million dollars in state 
and local taxes on the Trinity 
investment in 50 years. 


Fairfax Approves 
City Road Projects 


The Fairfax City Council last 
night agreed to specific street 
projects totaling $41,000 for the 
next fiscal year’s apportion­ 
ment to Fairfax of state gaso­ 
line tax funds. 


The council also approved 
spending $5,000 on mainte­ 
nance of major city streets and 
secondary city streets from 
Jan. 1 to June 30, the last six 
months of the current fiscal 
year. 


Next year’s projects, as plan- 


ned by City Engineer Albert H 
Siemer, included $33,000 to 
grade and pave Sir Francis 
Drake boulevard from the east 
city limits to Olema road; Bo- 
linas 
avenue 
from 
Cascade 
drive to 350 feet south of Por- 
teous avenue; Cascade drive 
from Bolinas avenue to Meadow 
way, and Meernaa avenue from 
Creek road to Porteous avenue. 
Engineering fees would use 
$4,000 of next year’s gasoline 
tax funds and another $4,000 
would be used for maintenance. 


Sausalito 
Seeks U.S. 
School Aid 


Trustees 
of the Sausalito 
School District last night decid­ 
ed to apply for federal aid un­ 
der Public Law 864, the na­ 
tional defense program act for 
matching funds covering mate­ 
rials used in science, mathe­ 
matics and foreign languages. 
The board approved a bid 
from Ewing Co. of San Fran­ 
cisco for materials to be used 
in a sprinkling system at the 
Bayside School Little League 
ball park. 


The bid, for approximately 
$1,400, was the lowest of three. 
Labor is to be supplied by the 
Little League and volunteers. 
A third of the overall cost is to 
be borne by the Lijttle League. 
Trustees also decided to pur­ 
chase four sewing machines for 
the home economics program 
and awarded a contract to Ed­ 
wards Photography for class 
pictures. 


3 Beautification 
Projects Planned 


Directors of the Strawberry 
Property Owners Assn. last 
night decided to take steps to 
beautify entrances to the area 
at Ricardo road, Tiburon high­ 
way and Belvedere drive. 
President Forrest Randolph 
will obtain bids on the work 
from local nurserymen. 
Directors also will suggest to 
the county board of supervisors 
that Mrs. James W. Gowen, 
John W. Thomas and Marcel 
R. Ehrer be named to the board 
of the Strawberry Recreation 
District. Terms of Mrs. Gowen, 
Thomas and James W. Libby 
expire March 31. Libby has in­ 
dicated he will not be available 
for another term. 
Directors also voted to spon­ 
sor a Little League baseball 
team again. 


Fairfax Takes 
2 Steps To 
Protect Kids 


The Fairfax City Council 
last night took two steps to­ 
ward safeguarding children. 
The council directed City 
Engineer Albert H. Siemer to 
investigate the feasibility of 
covering an open ditch between 
Fairfax Lumber Co. and Sir 
Francis Drake boulevard. Bry­ 
an R. McCarthy, attorney for 
the lumber company, said the 
company would be willing to 
share the cost of putting drain­ 
age underground. 
Also, the city fathers agreed 
to fence the end of Hawthorne 
court at Manor Creek. Robert 
F. Nolan of 5 Hawthorne court 
spoke in behalf of eight resi­ 
dents urging the project be­ 
cause the creek has been a 
hazard to children who cross 
at its unfenced point. 


Also last night, the Fairfax 
council: 
1. Approved warrants for pay­ 
ment of city bills in the amount 
of $15,945 for the month of Feb­ 
ruary. 
2. Referred to Councilman Wil­ 
liam L. Hughes, police commis­ 
sioner, a letter from the Rdigeway 
Park Improvement Assn. reauest- 
ing a “slow” sign at Maple and 
Live Oak avenes. The letter also 
noted that motorists fail to stop 
at the intersecion of Willow and 
Maple avenues in spite of stop 
signs. 
3. Renewed a $75 onc-year lia­ 
bility insurance policy to cover 
activities sponsored bv the Fair­ 
fax 
Youth 
Activities 
Council, 
which reactivated itself several 
weeks ago. 
4. Agreed to provide engineer­ 
ing and construction supervision 
of surfacing Spring lane if con­ 
struction cost is paid by the resi­ 
dents. The council’s decision was 
prompted bv a letter from A. 
Schwartz of 81 Spring lane. 
5. Directed Street Supt. Thorn­ 
ton to find out what sort of pav­ 
ing is going in as an access to the 
Lucky Store under construction 
on Center boulevard. Max Fried­ 
man, who is developing the shop­ 
ping center, wrote the council de­ 
manding that the two-lane pav­ 
ing of Center boulevard be extend­ 
ed to the full 56-foot width of the 
Center boulevard right of way. 
Mayor Edward A. Smith said he 
took a dim view of the contractor 
having taken out a small paved 
pedestrian walkway the city haul 
built. The council, however, had 
no inclination to widen the pave­ 
ment as demanded bv Friedman. 
6. Turned down the three bids 
received for a lawn and a sprin­ 
kler system in Claus circle be­ 
cause, according to Mayor Smith, 
“We’ve wandered afar from $500. 
This is the answer—we can’t af­ 
ford a lawn. All we can do is put 
in shrubs.” Cagwin and Dor wood 
of San Anselmo had bid $2,345 for 
the total job; Glenn Tarwater of 
196 Cascade drive, Fairfax, bid 
$995 to put in the lawn, and Er­ 
nest Ongaro of San Anselmo bid 
$875 (or $275 without electrical 
work) to install the sprinklers. 
7. Opened two identical bids of 
$165 a month for janitorial ser­ 
vices at the city nail, city council 
chambers and Fairfax Pavilion. 
The identical bids were submitted 
by Universal Building Mainten­ 
ance Co. of Fairfax and Marin 
Building Maintenance Co. of San 
Rafael. The council took no action, 
but asked Thornton to include an 
item for janitorial services in next 
year’s budget. The janitorial work 
is now done by the park main­ 
tenance man. 
8. Adopted an ordinance estab­ 
lishing a 25-mile-an-hour speed 
limit on Sir Francis Drake boule­ 
vard. 
9. Passed a resolution to install 
stop signs on Westbrae drive where 
it intersects' Olema drive. 
10. Granted $45-a-month raises 
to George Hettema and Edgar 
Philipps, who have completed their 
six-month 
probationary 
period 
with the street department. Usual 
increase after the probationary 
period is from $365 a month to 
$375. Thornton as street superin­ 
tendent said the two new men. 
one who specializes in auto me­ 
chanics and the other an exper­ 
ienced carpenter, were as valuable 
as heavy equipment operator Au- 
Rust Pfalzgraff, who gets $430 a 
month. The council agreed to pay 
the two new men $410 a month. 
11. Approved spending $3,087 to 
equip a pickup truck as a high 
pressure pumper for the fire de­ 
partment, and allowed $300 for 
installation of the main equipment 
bv P. E. Van Pelt Co. of Oakdale. 
The council also approved spend­ 
ing $750 for a two-wav radio for 
the same truck, the money com­ 
ing from the street department 
budget.

First Lt. Barton A. Goldman 
of San Francisco has been as­ 
signed as assistant staff judge 
advocate for the 6th Region 
Army Air Defense Command, 
at Ft. Baker, it was announced 
by Gen. E. J. McGaw, regional 
commander, today. 


The council gave the go- 
ahead for the zoning designa­ 
tions on the map to be matched 
to legal descriptions of each 
parcel of Fairfax land as the 
first step in making the zones 
legally enforceable. 
The zoning map took as its

departure a $4,200 
plan for the city’s future de­ 
velopment completed last May 
by Wilsey and Ham, civil en­ 
gineering firm. 
Once the zoning designations 
are in writing, the city may 
move ahead to adopt an ordin­ 
ance incorporating them. 
A 
public hearing must be held by 
the city planning commission 
and another by the city council 
before such an ordinance may 
be adopted, said City Atty. Wal­ 
lace S. Myers. 
Radtke estimated it would 
be four months before the first 
public hearing is 
scheduled. 
The zoning map, in the mean­ 
time, will not be available to 
the public, he said. 
The City of Fairfax at pres­ 
ent has only two zones: One- 
family residential and commer­ 
cial. Special permission is now 
necessary from the city coun­ 
cil to build duplexes or apart­ 
ments. 
Two examples of the numer­ 
ous zoning disputes the city has 
been called upon to decide 
came up at last night’s meeting. 
The council by a 3-2 vote ap­ 
proved plans of developer Tho­ 
mas Hotchkin to erect 32 apart 
ment units 
(in three or four 
buildings) on three acres be­ 
hind Manor School. Hotchkin 
agreed to build a 200-foot-long 
access road to specifications of 
the city engineer, with the un­ 
derstanding that the city would 
then accept the street for 
maintenance. 
He also agreed 
to allow off-street parking for 
two cars for each apartment 
unit. 
Councilmen Rolphe M. Ock- 
enden, Albert Fox and Kenneth 
Edgar voted in favor of the re­ 
zoning from single-family resi 
dential, overruling the recom­ 
mendation of the city planning 
commission. 
A rezoning ordinance was 
then introduced and set for 
probable adoption at the coun­ 
cil’s April 13 meeting. 
The council, however, turn­ 
ed down the application of A. 
B. Whittemore Jr. of 230 Cas­ 
cade drive to construct two 
duplexes on Pine drive. 
The 
city’s planning commission had 
recommended denial 
because 
the entire Cascade area is pro­ 
posed on the new zoning map 
as a single-family residential 
area.

South's Plan.

SACRAMENTO (UPD — Two 
leaders in the state Senate said 
today they would back the 
south’s water plan if Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown asks them to. 
Sen. Hugh F. Bums (D-Fres- 
no), president pro tem of the 
Senate, said “If the governor 
agrees with it, I can agree with 
the governor and I will sup­ 
port it.” 
Sen. James A. Cobey (D-Mer- 
ced), a northern water leader 
who long has opposed a consti­ 
tutional amendment on water, 
said “If a simple constitutional 
amendment 
validating 
state 
water contracts is all we need 
to make peace (with Southern 
California), then I’m all for it.” 
Southern water leaders pre­ 
sented their program to Brown 
yesterday. 
One said Brown 
confided that he planned to 
sound out northern opinion on 
the plan and announce his full 
program a week from tomor­ 
row when he returns from 
Washington, D. C. 


The southern caucus of leg­ 
islators met last week and 
agreed to ask Brown to include 
these points in his water pro­ 
gram: 
A constitutional amendment 
validating water contracts; a 
big bond issue, expected to be 
about 950 million dollars, to 
get the Feather River Project 
in full speed construction; and 
earmarking the state invest­ 
ment fund, made up of tide- 
lands oil royalties and now 
containing about 160 million 
dollars, for water project con­ 
struction.

Development Told 


NEW YORK 
— Develop­ 
ment of a synthetic rubber de­ 
scribed as tough and durable 
as the tree-grown variety—and 
just as cheap— was announced 
today by top officials of Shell 
Chemical Corp. and U.S. Rub­ 
ber Co. 
They 
said 
the 
man-made 
product can make the United 
States independent of foreign 
rubber in case of war. 
The synthetic rubber, known 
as poly-isoprene, is now in lim­ 
ited production at a Shell plant 
in the Los Angeles area, the 
joint announcement said.

San Francisco’s Board of Supervisors 
has gone on record as opposing legisla­ 
tion which would allow supervisors and 
city Councilmen to serve on the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District board of 
directors. 
The action was taken opposing AB 
530, introduced by Assemblyman S. C. 
Masterson of Richmond. 
Court decisions in the past have ruled 
there is a conflict of interest in serving 
on such a district board and for a county 
or city at the same time. 
San Francisco’s supervisors have 
charted a good course for our own 
Board of Supervisors and our Mayor’s 
Council. Perhaps even the city councils 
would like to pass resolutions of oppo­ 
sition. 
It should be obvious that the rapid 
transit directors themselves are pretty 
well stymied on taking a stand. The 
supervisors and the councils appointed 
them to their jobs.

NEW YORK (JR — A father 
and son team here are help­ 
ing change America’s skyline. 
The two William Zecken- 
dorfs — senior and junior — 
have some 200 million dollars 
in real estate development 
projects under way at the 
moment in the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 
Their staff of 400 here al­ 
so has on the drawing boards 
other projects totaling hun­ 
dreds of millions of m o re 
dollars — o f f i c e buildings, 
shopping centers, apartment 
buildings, home developments 
and hotels.

There are sober, somber, 
weighty, and mounting rea­ 
sons why the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration should and, I be­ 
lieve, will want to take a 
second, hard look at its de­ 
cision to allow the Soviets — 
who are getting more trucul­ 
ent, not less — to maintain a 
3-to-l lead in intercontinent­ 
al missiles during the next 
three years. 
There is plenty of evidence 
that the American people are 
far from persuaded by the 
line of reasoning advanced by 
President Eisenhower and 
Secretary McElroy and are 
not satisfied with the decision. 
If this decision were sound 
six months ago, it is being 
overtaken by events. 


TWO OF THE EVENTS are 
these: 
1 — The ever larger use by 
the Soviets of their lead in 
missiles as a powerful instru­ 
ment of diplomatic blackmail. 
2 — The necessity of being 
prepared for the worst over 
Berlin 
and the increasing 
awareness that the best guar­ 
antee against the worst is to 
show that we are not going to 
permit the Soviets to upset 
the balance of military power. 
I am not suggesting that I 
am enough of a military ex­ 
pert to assert that the govern­ 
ment is wrong in conceding a 
3-to-l, three-to-four year mis­ 
sile lead to Moscow. But I be­ 
lieve it to be profoundly true 
that we cannot rest easy until 
the President faithfully re-ex­ 
amines this decision and of­ 
fers more conclusive a r g u ­ 
ments to the public that it is 
a “safe” risk. 


I AM NOT suggesting that 
the “mix” of deterrent powers 
which the U.S. now possesses 
is today, at this moment, un­ 
equal to the danger. 
I am suggesting that by de­ 
liberately allowing the Krem­ 
lin to enjoy its missile super­ 
iority, we are risking the fu­ 
ture, the visible future. 
I am not suggesting that it 
would be just ducky to unbal- 


ance the budget, that it does­ 
n’t matter how m u c h we 
spend for military hardware. 
It does matter. It matters a 
lot. 
I am suggesting that if the 
President, after a new look at 
the Soviet missile m e n a c e , 
concludes that faster Amer­ 
ican production is needed, he 
could find the needed funds 
within the $40 billion Penta­ 
gon budget. 
I am suggesting that if the 
Democratic leaders in C o n ­ 
gress really believe their own 
statements — that more mis­ 
siles sooner are imperative — 
they could find the needed 
economies within the non-mil­ 
itary items of the budget. 


THERE IS NO doubt that 
Eisenhower is right when he 
insists that our deterrent pow­ 
er today is massive and ade­ 
quate. The deterrent of mu­ 
tual terror prevails. But will 
it prevail next year and the 
next and the next if we con­ 
cede the missile race to the 
Communists from h e r e to 
1964? 
The over hanging danger of 
war is not the only danger 
which comes from l e t t i n g 
them hold the lead in the most 
persuasive and destructive 
weapon in the world, th e 
ICBM. 


THE PRIME D A N G E R is 
that thereby we are inviting 
exactly the same kind of dip­ 
lomatic blackmail which Hit­ 
ler practised on Britain and 
France in the Thirties — and 
practised successfully. 
The prime danger is that 
our willingness to permit the 
Soviets to keep such a lead — 
and to keep it without our 
even challenging t h e m — 
would induce much of the 
world to believe that we have 
neither the will nor the means 
to resist. 
I am convinced that the 
country would draw a sigh of 
profound relief if President 
Eisenhower announced t h a t 
he was re-examining the Ad­ 
ministration’s missile policy.

Homework For Younger Pupils 
Usually Doesn't Help Learning 


Have a child in the first 
grade? Or maybe the second or 
third? Does he have homework 
each night? Probably not. Most 
public school teachers believe 
regular homework is wrong for 
little children. Let’s see why. 
The teacher wants your child 
to learn to study. She wants 
him to master his subjects. She 
wants him to be a good, hard­ 
working successful pupil. You 
want the same things, don’t 
you? Your goals are identical. 
The teacher has learned that 
homework doesn’t help most 
little ones reach those goals. 
They do better when they study 
in class, under her watchful 
eye. 
When she refuses to give 
homework assignments she’s 
not being lazy. She’s not try­ 
ing to make your child lazy 
either. She’s just doing what 
she knows is best for him. He’ll 
do his studying, all right. But 
at school. Not at home. 
Homework for children in 
grades one, two and three was 
studied scientifically 40 years 
ago and has been restudied sev­ 
eral times since. The conclu­ 
sions are consistent. Children 
of 6. 7, 8 and 9 often memorize 


mistakes when they study at 
home. Their parents try to help 
them, and succeed only in con­ 
fusing them. Very few homes 
provide good study conditions. 
For most young children the 
time spent doing homework is 
wasted. For many it is worse 
than wasted. They have a hard 
time unlearning their mistakes. 
There are e x c e p t i o n s . A 
bright youngster who has been 
absent probably can catch up 
best through home study. Some 
slow learners need to be drill­ 
ed at home in spelling and 
arithmetic. 
Parents 
of such 
children see their teachers reg­ 
ularly. They must work closely 
with them. But for the most of 
the kids in the primary grades, 
homework isn’t good. Supervis­ 
ed study at school is better. 
They learn faster, remember 
longer and develop better study 
habits that way.

Brown's FEPC 
Bill Cut Up 
In Committee 


SACRAMENTO IUPD—Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown’s bill to estab­ 
lish a Fair Employment Prac­ 
tices Commission was cut up 
in committee yesterday until 
one witness said that “No 
FEPC bill would be better than 
what you are coming up with.”

Below Normal

SACRAMENTO 
Califor­ 
nia’s wet February wasn’t wet 
enough to offset the dry per­ 
iod early this winter. 
As a result, the Department 
of Water Resources said today 
water supply conditions con­ 
tinue below normal. 
Stream 
runoff in most areas is expect­ 
ed to be below average. 
The department found one 
bright note in its report of 
March 1 conditions. Reservoir 
storage throughout the state 
totaled about 125 per cent of 
average. 
The survey established that 
the mountain snowpack was be­ 
low average in all areas except 
the higher elevations of the 
North Coastal region and the 
Upper Sacramento River basin.

Hearings Open 
On Law To 
Curb Billboards 


SACRAMENTO (*—Hearings 
begin today before a Senate 
committee on legislation call­ 
ing for strict curtailment of 
billboards along freeways and 
scenic roads in California. 
Proponents had fresh am­ 
munition in the form of a 13- 
page report by a Senate sub­ 
committee on outdoor adver­ 
tising which concluded: 
Existing state and local laws ! 
aren’t doing the job. 
The public is overwhelmingly 
in favor of strict state regula­ 
tion of billboards. 
The subcommittee chairman, 
Sen. John F. McCarthy (R-San 
Rafael), and Sen. Robert L 
Montgomery (D-Hanford), em­ 
phasized that their recommen­ 
dations were mild compared to 
| what the public is demanding. 


“ If this were put to a pop­ 
ular vote,” McCarthy said, “ I 
am convinced that the bill­ 
board companies would be 
voted out of business.” 


McCarthy and Sen. Fred S. 
Farr 
(D-Carmel) 
co-authored j 
the bill set for its first hearing 
before the subcommittee’s par-! 
ent Business and Professions 
Committee. 
The measure seeks to pro­ 
hibit advertising displays with­ 
in 500 feet of freeways and 
scenic highways. It exempts 
billboards in incorporated, com­ 
mercial and industrial areas, 
the premises being advertised 
and, by permit, highways with­ 
in 12 miles of the advertised ac­ 
tivity. 
The subcommittee r e p o r t 
said local control of outdoor 
advertising is largely vested in 
county governments, but that 
only 20 of the 58 counties have 
zoning ordinances. It estimated 
that 70 per cent of the state’s 
land area is unzoned. 


“ The conclusion reached,” 


the subcommittee said, “ is 
that if outdoor advertising 
is to be adequately controlled 
on a fairly uniform basis 
throughout the state, a state 
law is the only practical solu­ 
tion. 


“However, it must also be 
emphasized that such a law 
should give local governments 
full freedom to legislate more 
comprehensively or restrictive- 
ly than the state law. 
“The recommended legisla­ 
tion would, in effect, provide 
local authorities with minimum 
standards on which they could 
build further regulations, if de­ 
sired.” 
The report said critics of out­ 
door advertising complained it 
defaces the beauty of the coun­ 
tryside; that it constitutes an 
invasion of the motoring pub­ 
lic’s privacy; and that it is a 
hazard to safe driving. 
Opponents of further con­ 
trols held that outdoor adver­ 
tising is a legitimate and wide­ 
ly-used medium; that prohibit­ 
ing it where other forms of 
business are permitted would 
amount to unfair discrimina­ 
tion.

If Its Agents Harm You

“The sovereign can do no 
wrong” still means that no one 
can sue the United States, the 
state, or the other government 
agencies or their employees 
without their consent 


But the law has given up 
much of the government’s “sov­ 
ereign immunity” to allow one 
to sue an agency for injuries 
or damages suffered. 


YOU CAN SUE 
But as a citizen you may 
have claims against your gov­ 
ernment for damages, overpaid 
taxes, license renewal or any­ 
thing else. If so, be sure to 
follow strictly all the legal pro­ 
cedures and conditions like fil­ 
ing your claim in the city coun­ 
cil 
or 
with 
a 
government 
agency. 


The Federal Tort Claims Act 
allows one to sue the United 
States for injuries such as 
when an army or postal truck 
runs into you, or you get hurt 
in a national park or in a fed­ 
eral building, or a military 


plane falls on your house, etc. 


ON THE JOB 
This law makes the United 
States liable in many cases 
when 
a 
federal 
employee 
harms you by lack of due care 
or negligence while he is on 
the job. The act does not allow 
suits for certain intentional 
misconduct such as assault, 
battery, 
false 
imprisonment 
and the like. 
The law allows any federal 
agency to settle cases involving 
less than a thousand dollars. If 
your claim is for .more, you can 
sue in a federal court. Bring 
claims or suits within two years 
after injury. 
Some 
agencies 
have 
you 


make your claim on a proper 
form in which you state facts 
about your injury or damage. 
Some agencies may pay the 
smaller claims from funds on 
hand. 


YOU CAN APPEAL 
If the agency people do not 
think the harm is its fault, they 
may turn down your claim, and 
then it is up to you—if you 
wish to go further—to prove 
your case. 


Sometimes a just claim does 
not fall under any provision of 
the law. In that case as a last 
resort, you as a losing claim­ 
ant, may have Congress itself 
pass a private bill to pay for 
your injuries or damages. 


The Federal Tort Act wai 
passed to keep down the num­ 
ber 
of 
private 
bills 
going 
through Congress. So if you 
have a claim not covered, you 
should make sure it is other­ 
wise a fair and just claim.
